WASHINGTON (UFI) — 
An Army lunar probe ro­ 
bot, too slow and too off* 
course to reach the moon, 
roared 
upward today to­ 
ward an estimated peak altitude 
of 64.830 miles. 
This would be about a quarter 
of the distance to the moon’s or­ 
bit and far less than the altitude 
of 79.000 miles reached by the Air 
Force Pioneer I in October. 
Scientists said the Army rocket, 
dubbed Pioneer III would reach 
its peak height at about 8 p. rn., 
e.s.t., today. 
Launched at 12:45 a.m., e.s.t., 
at Cape Canaveral, Fla, the gold- 
plated robot eight hours later had 
reached an altitude of more than 
42,000 miles and was still zoom­ 
ing upward at more than 3,700 
miles an hour 
Will Fall Back 
Dr. William ll. Pickering, direc­ 
tor of the Army’s Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, told a news confer­ 
ence the robot will fall back to 
earth and will strike the atmos­ 
phere and burn up at about 3 p.m. 
e.s.t., Sunday. 
Pickering -would 
not 
predict 
where the probe would enter the 
atmosphere. But Dr. Wernher Von 
Braun, the Army’s chief missile 
scientist, made a rough estimate 
that it would plunge into the air 
“ in the vicinity of Madagascar.” 
Thus, the total flight time will 
be about 38 hours, compared to 43 
hours for the Air Force's Pioneer 
I. 
The Army lunar rocket actually 
broke through the atmosphere at a 
greater speed than Pioneer I—24,- 
057 miles an hour compared to 
23.450 for the Air Force Rocket. 
But Pioneer III was moi’p than 
three degrees low from its expect­ 
ed trajectory, which should have 
been 68 degrees from the vertical, 
whereas Pioneer I was high from 
approximately the same intended 
path. 
The Army’s robot therefore lost 
more of its speed lo the earth’s 
gravity. 
Working Fine 
Pickering said the Army robot’s 
instruments were working 
per­ 
fectly, and that signals were being 
received in Puerto Rico and at the 
Army’s new Goldstone tracking 
station in California’s Mojave Des­ 
ert. 
He said the probe therefore 
iould provide excellent informa­ 
tion about the deadly hand of ra­ 
diation that its 12-pound instru­ 
ment payload was chiefly design­ 
ed to measure. 
Von Braun said “ we are de­ 
nied a full success, bul I would 
say the experiment is 90 per cent 
successful.” 
Von Braun said the lunar rock­ 
et would have to be “ modified” 
to correct its efforts tin propul­ 
sion and guidance. 
NASA and Army scientists said 
the “ trouble” apparently was in 
the first stage of the rocket. 
Will Try Second Shot 
Gen. John B. Medaris, Army 
missile chief, took part of the 
blame for the failure. He said at 
Cape Canaveral (hat the rocket 
“fired about three seconds early 
--why, I don’t know yet; this was 
a major factor in the reduced 
velocity.” 
Dr. William H. Pickering, head
